wears a remarkably heavy moustache and
goatee, the hairs of whiuh are white with age.
e arrived i New Orleans last Wednesday,
and was at once recognized by a returned Cal-
ifornian, who questioned and watched him
until he became satisfied that McGowan was
entircly too busy secking mulitary information,
and reported him to the Governor.

When McGowan was locked up he asked
Chicf McClelland what he thonght of the case,
and the Chief replicd, “My opinion is that
you have a very hard bed of it.” ¢« Ab, well,”?
replied McGowan, stroking his beard with an
easy nouchalance, “I have scen harder ones.”

The same evening, and in the same hotel,
[zard apprchended Isaac 1. Marks, a man in-
famously known to our community, although
he has 1ot been in our ity for five years. To
a long list of private crimes he has added
public ones, piominent among which was his
embezzlement of the funds and supplies con-
tributed by our people in 1855 for the suffer-
ers by the Norfolk epidemie. On reaching
this city yesterday morning he acknowledged
that he had lefs Philadelphia only three weeks
ago, and Cincinnati two weeks since, and
falscly asserted that he had been playing the
spy there for President Davis. le boldly
called upon the Governor, and oftered to return
